Summary of Helos from the Far Cast. 


CHINA. 
=o 
TIENTSIN. 

rhe correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 
follows :— 

‘We have been having some hot days of late. Yesterday (10th 
July), at four p.m, the mercury stood at 102° in the shade, 
and the sun felt at least 10° hotter. Rain is very much needed. 
‘The snow of last winter and the rains of the spring seem to have 
had the effect of decreasing the ordinary rain-fall at this season, 
It has been cloudy all day, with a light sprinkle this afternoon, 
which we hope may increase to a heavy fall to-night. But the 
Chinese say, “ these clouds will not rain.” 

The telegraph line connecting the Arsenal with the Viceroy’s 
yamen has been in use for some time, and seems to give satisfac- 
tion. A line is from the latter place to the provincial 
capital, for which the survey is, I understand, now being made. 
Little by little and very slowly seems to be the only way by 
which these improvements of Western science can be introduced 
into China, and it is absolutely necessary that too great proxi- 
mity to the “ Dragon Throne” be avoided. 

There is little of interest here to report. The locusts are 
doing immense damage to the crops. 


WUCHANG. 

The Daily News says :— 

This city has long ago obtained unenviable notoriety for its 
alleged hostility to foreigners. But whenever disturbances 
have arisen it has been found to be, almost without exception, 
the work of the students temporarily residing in the city, during 
the literary or military examinations, and by no means to be 
taken as a sign of the feeling of the citizens, generally: These 
young aspirants for honours come up from all parts of the pro- 
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— 
vince, with unbounded capacity for mischief-making and rioting, 
joined to an unreasoning and implacable hatred of the. unknown 
foreigner, whose character and objects rumour hs painted in 
her darkest colours, A not uncommon idea being that all fo- 
reigners are engaed in a deep-laid scheme to subvert the pre- 
sent dynasty and seize the country. On Wednesday last an 
ebullition of this feeling was the cause of an altogether unpro- 
yoked and apparently unpremeditated attack upon two foreign 
residents in Wuchang, with somewhat serious consequences, 
About six o’clock in the evening one of the missionaries was 
taking a quiet walk in the neighbourhood of the parade ground, 
where a number of students were assembled practising archery. 
‘No sooner did the foreigner appear in sight than a band of these 
restless spirits made a sudden onset upon him by means of their 
favourite mode of attack, a shower oF stones: Closely pursued, 
the gentleman thus assailed took refuge first in a garden, and 
then in a house, whose friendly doors were thrown open to him. 
But the mob commenced pulling down the walls about the heads 
of the inmates, and the foreigner was compelled to leave the 
place. After a while he reached home seriously bruised and 
wounded, having two of his front teeth broken, and attired in 
the dress of a friendly Chinaman, his own clothing having been 
torn to shreds, Meanwhile his colleague, hearing news of the 








attack, had left the Mission House to go to his friend’s assist- 
ance. Upon his coming into sight, the brave young defenders 
of their country commenced a second attack with renewed 
vigour. Expostulation was useless, aud this gentleman was 
compelled to seek shelter in a police station near at hand, But 
the doors were almost immediately broken open by the mob, and 
the missionary was struck to the ground by a blow from a heavy 
beam, which resulted in fracture of the shoulder bone, together 
with other serious injuries. The assault is considered to be one 
+ of the worst that has ever been perpetrated in Wuchang, and its 
consequences such as to call for strict investigation and speedy 
punishment. The matter has been taken up by H.B.M.’s Consul 
in Hankow. But in Wuchang, while the circumstances of the 
assault are pretty generally regretted by the citizens, the opinion 
is freely expressed that it is simply impossible to obtain any 
redress, seeing that the assailants were the military students. 


SHANGHAL 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 22nd 
uly ; the P. and O. mail from London, June 8, was received on 


the 18th July. 

‘As has happened almost annually for some time past, during’ 
the hot weather, the community of Shanghai have again been 
assured that arrangements were being completed for the estab- 
lishment of a sanitarium. The projects have generally dragged 
on till the hot weather was over, and then been forgotten till the 
next summer. It is to be hoped for the comfort of residents 
that something more may come of the present one. It is stated 
that a company is to be formed to establish the desired sani- 
tarium at an easy distance from Shanghai. The locality indicated 
is the Point, and the proposed launching capital is the modest 
figure of Tls. 4,000. Steps have already been taken to bring the 
proposal before the community, and it is believed with every 
prospect of success. If there is a healthful breeze to be found 
at almost any time in this locality, it is at the Point ; and the 
beneficial effects to convalescents of a residence there has already 
been experienced, we are informed, both in the case of adults 
and children. 

‘This is almost the only item of local news of any importance. 
The Daily News notes two items in the Municipal minutes which 
-will be read with satisfaction. ‘The first is the resolution of the 
Council to beg the United States Vice-Consul-General to take 
such steps as may appear to him most desirable to have some 
Chineso honses that have been built in the line of the extension 
of the Seaward-road removed, and to prevent similar encroach- 
-ments whilst negotiations for the road are going on. The Co 
cil deserve credit for the course they have adopted, though it 
cannot but be remarked how much better it would have been if 
the step had been taken while the houses were in process of erec- 
tion. The second point of interest in the minutes 1s the intended 
rounding of the north-west corner of the Bund end of the Can- 
ton-road. This is by no means so small a matter as at first blush 
it might seem. In these days of reckless and ignorant driving 
and especially now the streets are infested all day long by num- 
bers of Chinese drivers, who care nothing for, or probably know 
nothing of, the rule of the road, and whose erratic and danger- 
ous movements are never interfered with by anyone in autho- 
rity, the rounding of street corners means the removal of so 
much chance of collision and danger, and is therefore to be re 
garded with considerable favour. 

The Daily News also gives the following :— 

An important case to ship captains bas been heard at the 
Police-court, before Mr. Mowat. It was one in which Mr. W. 
le Tapp, H.B.M.’s Registrar of Shipping, summoned 
Capta len, of the schooner Lizzi, for destroying entries in 
his official log of the passage from Sydney, in contravention of 
the Merchant Shipping Act. The captain's explanation was 
that the log-book was an old one used on a voyage seven or 








eight years ago, and that the entries on the leaves destroyed 
referred solely to. that ge ; he tore them out to have a clean 
book. He had logged everything worth logging since leaving 
Sydney, and his entries could be confirmed by the crew. His 
Worship held that defendant’s explanation had no bearing on 
the point at issue—the destruction of the pages of the book. 
However old or stupid entries in an official log might be, they 
must be allowed to remain when once written, and the log mot 
tampered with. By tearing out the pages defendant had com- 
mitted an offence which the law regarded with great gravity, and 
one punishable with six months’ imprisonmont or a fine of £100. 
Defendant was, however, mulcted in the penalty of $50 and coats. 


A case of accidental homicide has occurred at the Central 
Police Station. ‘The native prisoners had had their supper, and 
were disposing themselves for the night, when a quarrel arose 
between two of them respecting a blanket, and one struck the 
other two blows in the side with his fist. The blows are de- 
scribed as not having been very severe, but the man who was 
struck was observed in a few minutes to change colour. He lay 
down and began to vomit. Every attention was paid him, but 
it was considered advisable to remove him to the Shantung- 
road Hospital ; he died, however, before he got there. His 
assailant was taken tothe Mixed Court, and charged with causing 
the death of deceased, It being necessary, however, that an in= 
quest should beheld by the native authorities, the prisoner was 
remanded, and information of the occurrence forwarded to the 
Taoutai. “The Chehsien attended at the hospital, and made a 
full investigation, afterwards expressing the opinion that the 
man’s death was caused through his being struck. ‘The prisoner 
wa sent into the city to be further dealt with, The Chehsien 
also expressed the opinion that deceased was not a strong man, 
and that therefore the blows he received had a more serious 
effect upon him than they otherwise would have had. 


Among the native passengers who arrived by the Soochow 
from Ningpo this week was a native sailor, who represented to- 
the officers that he had been wrecked in an American barque, 
the name of which he had forgotten. His statement was to the 
effect that he sailed in the barque, on which there were only 
three foreigners, from Shanghai to Nagasaki, thence to Hong 
Kong, and from there to Foochow, where a cargo of poles was 
taken for Shanghai. When in the locality of Barren Island, the 
vessel stranded and sunk in a few minutes, all hands being 
drowned except himself and three others, They sought refuge 
on an island, and after remaining there three days without 
food they were rescued by a fishing-boat and taken to Chinhai. 
His three companions stayed theré, but he went forward to 
Ningpo and was given a passage to Shanghai by the Soochow, on 
account of there being a semblance of truth in his representa- 
tious. When the steamer arrived here he went ashore, and, 
strange to way, has not since been heard of ; and no story of 
wreck has reached the United States Consulate-General. 

During the week flights of locusts have passed over or through 
the Settlement ; but the singularity is that they have on each 
occasion, so far as has been observed, chiefly taken their passage 
during the night, but few having been seen in the day-time. 
Early on the night of the 14th July, for instance, the bungalow 
of a gentleman residing‘on the Soochow Creek was besieged by the 
insects. The occupant was reading by the aid of a lamp, sitting 
with his back to the window, which was partially open 
to admit the breeze. All at oace he was surprised 
to find the room invaded by a swarm of locusts so numerous 
that a quantity nearly sufficient to fill a bushel basket was swept 
up in the room, the same night and following day. The bunga— 
low of another gentleman, situated near Carter’s Cross-road, re- 
ceived a similar visitation at about the same time ; and there 
can be no doubt that a large cloud of the irsects must have 
then passed over this district. On the same night a solitary 
locust flew into the bed-room of a gentleman living in the 
Peking-road. It seemed nearly exhausted, and allowed itself to 
be captured on the mantelpiece. 








The Shanghai correspondent of The Times writes as follows 
on the above :—Writing in February last about the purchase by 
the Chinese of the fleet and plant of the Shanghai Steam Navi- 
gation Company, I remarked that, with all the great advantages 
it enjoyed, and with all the power which its recent purchase 
conferred, the career of the Chinese Company was not altogether 
smooth, There was a prospect before it of severe competition, 
and “there might be a limit to the power even of Li-Hung- 
Chang to supply funds if a cut-throat policy were attempted.” 
The event has justified this anticipation. A very severe compe- 
tition ensued upon the Yangtsze between the “China Mer- 
chants” and the (English) “China Navigatior.” Companies, in 
which the former has had considerably the worst of it. ‘Phe 
native merchants, curiously enough, seem to prefer the English 
vessels, and these have been getting the lion’s share of freight, 
while theirs run at less expense than those of their rivals. The 
result has been such nee as to the Chinese Company that Li- 
Huvg-Chang is said to be disgusted, and anxious to evade his 
responsibilities.* 
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HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mailextend to the 28th July; the French mail 
from London, June 15 ; arrived out on the 2ist July. 

His Excellency Mr. Pope Hennessy has again put into practice 
some of his peculiar ideas with respect to the government of the 
natives. His last act has been to make avery important change 
in the staff of the gaol. Most of the foreigners are to be dis- 
missed, and Chinese substituted for them. As may be expected, 
this change has caused considerable discussion, and its wisdom is 
doubted with considerable show of reason. The China Mail 
says :—His Excellency appears so far to have taken very kindly 
toour “celestial” friend; his back is no longer to be profaned 
with the lash while in the gaol ; Chinamen are, we believe, to be 

ded as much as possible by Chinamen, the offensive presence 
of the “ outer barbarian” being reduced toa minimum. We must 
confess that we have no great opinion of the Chinaman as a gaoler. 
If there iy any race of human beings specially ill-adapted for such 
work, we should say it is the Chinese. Only veaterday a couple 
of lokongs, from whom, by the way, the Goveruor intends to 
chiefly recruit his native gaolers—were charged at the police- 
court with attemping to extort blackmail from some poor help- 
less country-women, and it is notorious that the Chinese lack 
the very qualities essential to a gaoler. Kesponsible writers on 
China have always treated an honest Chinese official as a pheno- 
menon ; in fact, there may be grave doubts that such an indi- 
vidual has existed within modern times. We knew nothing 
personally of the Chinese in the days of Confucius, and faith 
cannot be placed in Chinese histories, but at the present time 
the officialdom of China simply exists on bribery and corruption 
in their worst forms. Such a change as the one contemplated 
may also have dangerous consequences. Chinese gaolers 
cannot and would not exercise the amount of authority 
over prisoners wielded by foreigners; they have neither 
the courage nor the strength of the latter—statements that those 
who have seen the antics of a lokong in the midst of a crowd of 
his excited countrymen will be quite ready to support. We are 
also here a few thousand foreigners among a teeming population 
of natives, and we cannot recognise the desirability of replacing 
foreign by native officials, where neither economy nor effective- 
ness would be promoted by the change. We can get Indian 
gaolers almost as cheaply as Chinese—the former, fine stately 
men, each possessing as much authority per se as some half a 
dozen Chinese. We understand that the lokongs have so far 
shown no disposition +o accept posts in the gaol, but whether 
this is because they prefer sauntering about the streets to the 
confinement within stone walls, or whether they feel their inca- 
pacity for maintaining order in the gaol, are points on which 
we are not informed. 

Another act of the Governor hasalso elicited no little comment. 
It appears that a European turnkey was found assaulting a 

risoner in the gaol. ‘He was brought before the superinten- 

lent, who fined him $2. On this coming to the ears of the Go- 
vernor, he at once ordered the turnkey’s dismissal from the ser- 
vice, although the man had served the Government for nearly 
ten years, and bore a good character. 

The report of the China Traders’ Insurance Company for the 
year ended 30th April Iast has been published. The accounts 
show a balance of $295,073.06, which is thus distributed; 
$36,000 to be devoted to payment of a dividend of 12 per cent. 
to shareholders ; $49,000 in payment of 10 per cent, to contri- 
Dutors of business; $125,000 to the reserve fund ; and the 
balance to be carried forward to provide for known losses and 
Kabilities that may arise under policies not yet terminated. 

The shareholders of the Hong Kong Hotel Company, Limited, 
held their half-yearly meeting on the 25th July. ‘The report, 
which showed a balance of $7,519, part being devoted to pay- 
ment of a dividend of $2.50 per share, and the balance of 
$2,874 to hotel and furniture account, was adopted unanimously, 
Messrs. Belilios and Landstein were re-elected directors, and 
Messrs. Reiners and Grobien elected directors in the room of 

» Messrs, Andre and Burrows, Mr. Cohen was elected and Mr. 
Vaucher re-elected auditdrs. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders of the Hong 
Kong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company, Limited, was 
held on the 25th July. The report showed that, including 
$16,484.87 brought forward from last account, there was a net 

rofit of $33,018.92, from which a dividend of 3 per cent. was 
lared. Deducting this and the directors’ fees, there remained 
$12,518.92, which was carried forward to new account. 

From the China Mail we take the following :-— 

We regret to have to record the death here of the Rev. C. F. 
Preston, of Canton, who may be said to have died with his 
harness on, after hard service in the missionary field extending 
over about twenty years. Mr. Preston was a member of the 
American Presbyterian Board of Missions, and his labours have 
been prinsipally ‘confined to the city of Canton, where he has 
preached daily for very many years, He was admittedly one of 
the best Chinese speakers in the south of China, and was well- 
known asa most conscientions and hard-working missionary. 
Asa manly, genial and open-hearted Christian ‘gentleman he 
‘was respected and loved by all who knew him, and his loss will 
be greatly felt by a large circle of friends, not only in Canton 


= 
but in other ports in China, Mr. Preston had been in bad 
health for several months, and had applied more than once for 
a short leave of absence, which we ‘understand had been refused 
by the board in New York. We do not particularly envy the 
feelings with which those mistakeu missionary directors will 
receive the news of the death of their devoted and able servant. 

‘We understand that the little steamer C/amoes left on the 19th 
on a salvaging expedition, ‘The vessel to be salved is, we believe, 
the Mazeppa, one of Mesers. Jardine’s old opium clippers, lost 
about sixteen years ago in the neighbourhood of Breaker Point, 
The services of a professional diver have been secured, and all 
the necessary appliaucea for effectively carrying out the work are 
on board the steamer. ‘The expedition is under the sole guid- 
ance of Captain Tucker, a gentleman who has had considerable 
experience in salvage operations, and who is the inventor of 
several appliances used in submarine engineering. 

The Acting Registrar-General’s return of births and deaths 
for the quarter ending the 30th June shows that the total deaths 
among the British and foreign community numbered 28, thus 
distributed :—British and forvigu, 11; Portuguese, 7; Indian, 
&e,, 2; non-residents, 8. There were 796 deaths among the 
Chinese. ‘The births among the British aud foreign community 
numbered 27, 14 boys and 13 girls ; among the Chinese there 
were 322 births, 168 boys and 154 girls. Grand total :—Births, 
349; deaths, 324. Annual death rate per thousand of the popu- 
lation :—whole population, 23°68 ; British and foreign com- 
munity, non-residents, 10°21 ; Chinese, 24-46. 

We observe among the designs that have been prepared at 
the invitation of the subscribers to the Shanghai Memorial to 
the late Mr. Margary, one from Mr. W. Danby, E.C., of Hong 
Kong, for a monument fifty feet in height. The designs vary 
in cost of execution from $3,000 (Mr. Danby’s figure) to $1,000 ; 
while the sum available amounts to $1,513.45. 

We hear that amongst some seven or eight gentlemen who 
applied for the post of Secretary to the Hong Kong General 
Chamber of Commerce theauccesaful applicant is Mr. E. George, 
whose commercial experience doubtless well fits him for the 
position. 

The following important Government notification in regard to 
emigration to Queensland has been forwarded to us for publica- 
tion by the Acting Colonial Secretary :— 

His Excelloney Governor Pope Hennessy has this day received a tele- 

from his Excellency Sir Arthur Kennedy, the Gevernor of 
Queensland, announcing that a Bill has passed both Houses of the 
Queensland Legislature, and been transmitted to London for the con- 
sideration of Her Majesty's Government, restricting the influx of 
Chinese emigrants into Queensland. Under such circumstances, the 
Governor suggests that Chinese emigrants should, for the present, 
avoid proceeding to Queensland. 

Commenting upon the Chinese labour question in Queens- 
land, the Overland Trade Keport says :—For our own part, 
while we sympathise with the Queenslanders in their undoubted 
Chinese difficulty, we must confess to a belief that they have 
not taken the best means of grappling with it. Nor do they, in 
our opinion, appreciate as they ought the possible advantages to 
be derived by a new country situated near the tropics from a 
lange and gratuitous supply of cheap, Asiatic labour of the 
best sort. North Queensland will not be always dependent on 

id mines for its prosperity ; it will eventually, in all pro- 
fability, be a great sugar, cotton, and coffee-producing country. 
The climate is too hot to permit of Europeans labouring on such 
plantations, and Polynesian labour is both inferior and more 
difficult to procure than Chinese. Ordinarily, however, (hi- 
-nese coolies have to be imported at considerable cost. The 
gold mines of Queensland have succeeded in drawing the la- 
‘bour ‘aupply there without cost to the colony. Why not 
utilise it at once? .Let the Queenslanders take the matter in 
hand without delay, start some plantations and set a portion of 
the hungry Celestiais to work. Let the Brisbane Government 
give the balance of the Chineso employment on the projected 
railways and telegraphs, or any other public works that may 
be in contemplation, first taking the precaution to make formal 
agreements with them. By this means the Chinese difficulty 
might be solved, to the mutual satisfaction of the Chinese ant 
the colonists. But to close the country to any race would be 
contrary to the policy hitherto pursued in all British colonies, 
where immigrants of every nationality have been welcomed as 
citizens. The Chinese may not make the best or cleanest of 
citizens, but as labourers in plantation colonies they are really 
valuable.

Hanxow.—The Chamber of Commerce Circular says :—Arrivals 
during the fortnight have been small. Notwithstanding the very 
unfavourable news that has reached us by telegram of the London 
market, a large business has been dono at prices showing a decline of 
one Tael per picul for all kinds. Owing to the unremunerative prices 
that are at present being paid, the entire yield promises to be con- 
siderably under that of lust year. Quotations at Ex. 5s. 7hd. and Frt. 
£4 per ton. Ovnfaas and Oonams :—Fair to Medium, 1a. 1d. to 1s. 5d. 
per Ib; Common to Fair, 93d. to 1s, 1d. per lb.; Seang-tam, 84d. to 
Skd. per Ib. Oopacks :—Fuir to Medium, 1a, 2d. to Je, 43d. per Ib,; 
Common to Fair, 11}4. to Is, 1d. 

SuaxoHal.—Black : A fair business had been done during the week, 
settlements being—Oopack, 4,000 chests, at Tis. 14 to 22; O: 
1,500 chests, at Tis.144 to 164; Oonam, 3,500 chests, at Tle. 94 to 
12; Ningchow, 12,000 chests, at Tls. 16 to 40; Hohow, 1,000 chests, 
at Tis. 19 to 28; total, 22,000 chests, against for the same week last 
year, 32,000 chests. In’the carly part of the week buyers continued to 
be very cautious in making offers, but latterly a belief had been gain- 
ing ground that the crop would be short to an extent not credited 
before, and considerable anxiety bad been displayed in consequence to 
secure Teas at current low rates. With reference to this feature the 
Celestial Empire eays :—Herein lies the danger ; at the prices just paid 
for common Shantams, Tis. 10 to 11, Teatnen cannot lay down any 
third crop Tea, and hence we hear that at present the packing of leaf 
in the country has almost entirely ceased. The market has, however, 
now been cleared of there cheap goods, and it is not impossible that 
there may be competition for the next arrivals sufficient to raise 
the price one tael or more; this is the ticklish position we are 
in ; an advance in the price of common tea, seemingly justified by its 
scarcity, to Ts. 18, would at once render it no longer scarce, as large 
supplies could be brought down at that figure which covers duty, 
freight and packing charges, and leaves Tis. 5 for the raw leaf, at 
which the countrymen will pick and freely sell it. Our only hope, 
therefore, of a short crop lies in the maintenance of present low rates 
in this market and in Hankow. Green: There had been only a small 
business doing in Pingsueys, and prices had consequently declined Tls. 
1 to2per picul. New Fychow tea of good quality had been sold at 
‘Tis, 25, and Keemen, Taiping and Huochow chops of extremely poor 
style and indifferent liquor bad sold up to Tis, 28, being prices fully 
ona par with lest season's. Considering tke very low quotations for 
Green Teas received both from London and New York these rates 
showed an apparent loss of from 10 to 20 per cent. Settlements had 
been :—Fychow, 1,500 half-chests at Tis. 234 to 28; Pingsuey, 4,000 
half-chests at Tls. 19 to 30}; Shanghai-packed, 500 half-chests at 
22, Total 6,000 hali-chests. 

Foocuow.—The market had been fairly active during the fortnight. 
Congous: The settlements had consisted almost wholly of common to 
medium grades. But few purchases of finer grades are reported, and. 
prices were fully maintained. Souchongs : A steady business hed been 
done, prices having declined 1 tael per picul. Oolongs : Little was 
done during the first week of the fortnight ; later, however, a string of 
fine Teas had been taken at Tls. 34. Scented Teas: Between the 6th 
and 13th July a fall of about Tls§3 per picul was established ; since 
that date a fair business had been done, and the market closed firm. 
Flowery Pekoes : Settlements reported of 830 chests at prices varying 
from Tle. 374 to Tis. 584 (short). The export to Great Britain and the 
Continent of Europe amounts to 19,236,797 Ibs., against 27,167,199 
lbs. To the Colonies, 6,946,160 Ibs., against 5,984,311 lbs. at the same 
period last season. 

Cantow.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.'s Market Report says:—Tho 
quieter tone in our market advised in our last Circular has been main- 
tained, and we are able to report the smallest fortnight’s business in 
Scented Teas since the commencement of the season. Congous: A 
few settlements on this market are reported at former rates, Moderate 
shipments have been made from Macao, and transactions at that port 
have been chiefly in common qualities. Scented Teas: There has 
been little or no demand for Capers of medium and fine grades, and of 
thy business reported below, by far the largest portion is composed of 
tens costing from Tis. 14 to 16 per picul; these show no change on 
former rates. Mediam teas can be bought at a decline of about Tls. 
1} to 2, but this reduction in prices has not been sufficient to induce 
roany offers. Pekoes have also been in small inquiry ; “long leaf” 
kinds have been taken at Ts, 18} to 27, and “new makes” at Tis. 15 
to 174; the latter kinds are without material alteration, but ‘long 
leaf” sorts have been purchased on more favourable terms. Canton 
Greens: These have found buyers toa trifling extent. The following 
is a summary of the fortnight’s business :—Congou, 1,400 boxes at 
Tis. 16 to 27 per picul ; Scented Caper, 11,000 boxes at Ts. 13§ to 25; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, 5,100 boxes at Ta. 15 to 27. 

‘Amoy.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’a Circular says:--But a amall 
business has been done in Formosa Ooloongs during the interval, 
owing to the excessive firmness of holders, and at the close buying is 
generally suspended. The settlements for the fortnight amount to 
5,012 half-chests at prices showing a slight decline. Advices from 
Formosa to the 21st July report a quiet market at a decline of $1 to 2 
per picul upon all grades up to fine, and $3 to 4 upon the choice kinds, 
In Amoy Ooloongs a fair business has been done, and the settlements 
since our last advices amount to 11,692 half-chests, comprising all 
grades at previous rates, At the quotations given under date of 9th 
July the market remains moderately firm. The s.s, State of Louisiana 
arrived from Kobe on the 20th July, and will probably leave for New 
York on the 24th. The ss. Glenorchy and ss. Glamis Castle will call: 
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early next month to fill up for the same port at £4 per ton. It is ex- 
pected that the s.s, Loudoun Castle will also call in here about the Let 
September to load for New York, 


SwaxoHal—Mr. Brukhill’s Circular, of 21st July, says :—Our 
market has not altered materially since my last report (dated July 
7); probably there has been a little more inclination to do business, but 
this hus been met by increased pretensions on the part of holders, 
and operations have, in consequence, been restricted. Tsatiees : The 
most noteworthy purchases are :—Bird Chop : Fony Ling at Tle, 395 
(J8s, 6d.); Elephant Chop: King-fong at Tis.

$5.03 to 5.08, Black $4.28 to 4.58 f.0.b. duty paid. Our market for 
Camphor is very quiet, and no change is noticeable since our last Cir- 
cular. There are about 1,500 piculs of Formosa in stock, and the quo- 
tations remain the same. Japan kind is out of stock. We have no 
change to report zespecting our market for Gamboge. Vermillion is 
quoted $83 per case. There has been no material change notice- 
able in the drug market at Macao. A little lot of 40 piculs of 
Aniseed Oil hes been sold at $181 per picul, leaving 140 piculs in 
stock.

MR. HART ON EXTERRITORITALITY. 
The recently published Blue-book on the Chefoo Convention, 
&c, contains the subjoined remarks made by Mr. Hart, In- 
spector-General of Customs, on the subject of Exterritoriality :— 


‘While following up his own aims in China, the foreigner carries with 
him one striking peculiarity—exterritoriality. He comes to China for 
gain, but he first of all wants what he considers security; he has 
thus got almost complete exterritoriality, and to it he seeks to add 
almost as complete liberty of action, ‘But, whatever the demands 
of commerce may be, home Governments cannot but admit that 
there are here and there restrictions in themselves proper to be en- 
forced. 


When China acquiesced in various treaty stipulations, it never 
occurred to her that what she was conceding was what goes to con- 
stitute what is now termed exterritoriality. The stipulations gradu- 
ally showed their shape, and what they concede and how such con- 
cessions operate on the country that grauts them, are now increasingly 
understood in China. Such an arrangement may, of course, save China 
the trouble of settling inter-foreign disputes ; but its advantages in this 
direction have not been found to compensate for what is felt to have 
been thereby logt in governmental tone. 

‘Accordingly, when the foreigner seeks for extension of intercourse 
and greater ireedom generally, and couples with the request for this 
the demand that he shall remain on the same footing, tc. exterri- 
torialised, friendly negotiation has difficulties to encounter that were 
unknown to first-comers who dictated Treaties. 

In view of the fact that exterritorial stipulations do exist and are 
really operative, it is evident that any proposals which do not make 
adequate provision for the security of life and property will not be ac- 
ceptable to the Treaty Powers, and in view of the fact that, whatever 
they may contain of what is expedient and useful, exterritorial stipu- 
lations do contain a something that the Government concerned must 
sooner or later take exception to, it is equally evident that any pro- 
posals which ignore what China feels and says on the subject of exist- 
ing arrangements will siraarly be unucceptable to China. 

‘Accordingly, in reviewing the commercial side of intercourse, it be- 
ry to consider also what Commercial Treaties have done 
by way of giving a peculiar status to the foreigner, and for the settle- 
ment of questions to which he is a party, 

China recognises the fuct that the foreigner differs from the na- 
tive in countiess ways, and that special arrangements are necessary 
for his affairs ; China is as ready to acknowledge this as the foreigner, 
seeing how different are natives from foreigners, is to demand special 
treatment ; and, taking it for granted that on’ both sides there is a 
sincere desire for friendly relations, it ought not to be impossible to 
find a common mean. But to really find this, itis the facts of the 
day, and no the legislation of a former period, that must be given pro- 
minence. 

Foreigners not being at all likely to surrender what may be called 
defensive exterritoriality, and China not being at all likely to invite 
foreign suggestions or willingly assent to foreign demands while what 
may be called aggressive exterritoriality is maintained, the proposals 
the Yamen's instructions call for—if they are to have any practical 
value—must put forward considerations that are calculated. 

(1.) To convince the Treaty Powers that the limitations of any stipu- 
lation afford sufficient margin for the exercise of tho rights it guaran- 

















8, 

(2.) To induce China to see that the concession is not unlimited ; 
and, 

(3.) To promise an improvement on the regulations and procedure 
now existing. 

What, then, is the foreign complaint that has resulted in the 
issue of the instructions now received ? 

Taken at its widest, the foreign complaint is that China does not let 
foreigners do in China, plus exterritoriality, whet they suppose they 
would be allowed todo at home. Foreigners cannot establish them- 
selves at pleasure in the interior; cannot open mines; cannot 
make ilways; Chinese themselves are not allowed to intro- 
duce foreign appliances ; foreign goods are taxed at the Treaty 
ports where, having paid import duty, they ought to be free, 
and, after next paying transit dues and thue purchasing (it is 
said) the right to future exemption are again taxed in the in- 
terior times without end. Foreign claims, whether against dofault- 
ing traders of Treaty-violating mandaring, are always trifled with and 
never satisfied ; foreigners are insulted, assaulted, killed, and redress 
is either not obtainable, or is of such akind and so tardily granted as 
to only aggravate the original offence, &c. 


Visit oF Jarantsz To Guascow.—On the 4th inst. Prince Tokugawa 
visited Glasgow, and spent a few hours in examining various places of 
interest in the city. His Royal Highness was accompanied by Kawada, 
Okubo, and Takemura, who form his suite, and Yamarouti, who acts 
asinterpreter, The distinguished visitors arrived from Edinburgh 
shortly before noon, and drove to the Council Chambers, where they 
were received by the Lord Provost, the town clerk, and the City 
Chamberlain, Thereafter, accompanied by the City Chamberlain and 
Mr. Colin Brown, of Hope-street, they visited the Cathedral and other 
remarkable places, including some of the chief iron works, and previous 
to returning to Edinburgh they expressed themselves highly gratified 








by all they bad seon, 
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The lull in the issue of new works of any note still continues, 
and it is not expected that it will abate before the Christmas 
books commence to be announced, At home hardly any works 
of special importance are noticed as forthcoming ; but some in- 
terest is felt in the “ Memoirs,” of which Pope Pius IX. is ap- 
prosching the completion, and upon which he has been engaged 

for more than forty years. In preparing this work, which is 
being executed on an elaborate scale, the Pope has had no aid 
except from Father Dresciani, one of the most learned of the 
Jesuits. He has now handed over his autobiographical notes 
and accessory documents to Father Dresciani, who has put them 
in order for the press, Among the manuscripts to be used in 
the preparation of the “ Memoirs” is the correspondence of the 
Pope with Charles Albert, King Victor Emmanuel, Napoleon IIL, 
and Count de Cavour. By a special codicil to his testament the 
Memoirs are not to be published until ten years have elapeed 
after the author's death. “An English-Japanese Dictionary of 
the Spoken Language,” by Ernest Mason Satow and Ishibashi 
Masakata, has been published by Messrs. Triibuer and Co. 

The Friend of China (organ of the Anti-Opium Society) for 
this month notices the Imperial edict issued against opium- 
smoking, and considers that it is vague. It states, however, that 
efforts are being made by the provincial authorities to suppress 
the evil. 

Macmillan's Magazine for September contains an excellent 
paper upon Prussian History, from the pen of Mr. J. R. Seeley ; 
one on the Italian Drama, by Catherine Phillimore ; a very 
beautiful anonymous poem, “The Smile’and Sigh,” and “Ger-' 
man Society Forty Years Since,” by Lady Duff Gordon. 

The China Review for May and June hes an interesting review 
of a Chinese manuscript New Testament, by the Rev. John 
Chalmers ; “ Ethnological Sketches from the Dawn of History,” 
by Thos. W. Kingsmill, and other papers 6f value. 

‘The Geographical Magazine for September has a paper by Mr. 
Herbert Wood on continuance of Arctic research, in which, in 
discussing the routes for future expeditions, the writer holds 
that what Sherard Osborn had urged since 1865 ought now to 
be accepted as an incontrovertible canon of ice-navigation. In 
the words of Sir Edward Parry, “experience has clearly shown 
that the navigation of the Polar seas can never be performed 
with any degree of certainty, without a continuity of land. It 
was only by watching the openings between the ice and the 
shore that our late progress to the westward was effected (in 
1819), and had the land continued in the desired direction there 
can be no question that we should have continued to advance, 
however slowly, towards the completion of our enterprise.” We 
must, therefore, continue to be guided by those canons of Arctic 
exploration which Sherard Osborn has formulated, But it must 
be remembered that the Smith Sound route was selected because 
it was the best by which the threshold of the unknown region 
could be approached. The work in that direction is now com- 
pleted, and the next best route cannot, of course, offer the same 
chances of success and equal advantages. The difficulties will 
increase as the work approaches completion ; but so will the | 
glory of surmounting them. The same number of this magazine 
states that the project for despatchiug an English expedition to 
Lhasa, the sacred capital of Tibet, has now definitely fallen 
through. This is much to be deplored, and so much the more 
as it appears that the opportunities which offered themselves to 
the Indian Foreign Department for opening up trade communi- 
cations between India and Tibet were exceptionally favourable, 
while, in the person of Mr. Nay Elias, the Government had an 
employé whose diplomatic experience, combined with his great 
scientific acquirements, fitted him pre-eminently for the post of 
emissary in this important enterprise. But neither in the guise 
of a Government envoy nor as private traveller could the 
Caleutta Foreign Office be persuaded to look upon his mission 
with any sincere approval ; and after much discussion and ¢elay, 
the whole project has been suffered to collapse through sheer 
apathy on the part of the authorities. 

In the Academy of October 21, 1876, it was nientioned that 
some Frenchmen were then about to settle on the east coast of 
Sumatra as “colons explorateurs,” with the view of forming 
nuclei at various points, round which French colonists might be 
able to rally. That enterprise appears to be prospering, for M. 
Brau de Saint-Pol Lias, the director of the Société Frangaise 
des Colons Explorateurs 4 Sumatra, has recently returned to 
France to organise another party of emigrants. His farming 
operations are said to have been very successful, and he has ob- 
tained a grant of a large estate in the neighbourhood of Delhi, 
where tobacco thrives exceedingly well. M. Lias has brought 
several animals home with him, some of them of very rare 
species, all of which he has presented to the Jardin des Plantes. 

News has been received from Paré, on the Amazon, that en- 
deavours are being made to open up steam communication with 
the interior of Ecuador by way of the River Putumayo or Iga. 
It is to be hoped these attempts may be successful, as we shall 








thereby be enabled to obtain interesting geographical informa- 
tion respecting remote and unknown Sistriove on the eastern 
slopes of the Cordillera of the Andes. 


SUGAR MANUFACTURE IN CHINA. 

It is satisfactory to be able to note another proof that the 
Chinese are not averse to the employment of European machinery 
provided we can introduce it in a manner which they can recognise 
as conducive to their advantage. It will be seen by the announce- 
ment in our Advertising columns that a Company has been 
formed for the purpose of working in China what is known as 
the Weinrick patent process for refining sugar. The board of 
directors is a strong one, and comprises several gentlemen who 
are practically acquainted with sugar refining, so that there is 
every reason to hope that it may be the means of establishin, 
what will ultimately prove a scarcely less important brand 
of the China trade than that in tea, silk, and other more 
recognised staple exports, while experience shows that the 
natives themselves purchase the sugar refined in this man- 
ner in large quantities, The Weiurick process has, indeed, 
been for some time past successfully employed in Hong Kong, 
aud the present company will extend its operation in China it- 
self, — a circumstance of importance to the manufacturing 
interests in England and other countries as showing that it 
has been proved practicable to introduce manufacturing 
enterprise into China, provided that the support of the 
two most influential classes, that, namely, of the gailds and 
the officials, be obtained. The power of the former is scarcely 
second to that of the mandarins themselves, and, in fact, is in 
some cases sufficient to override it. Experience in China, in- 
deed, shows that it is mainly with the large guilds that opposi- 
tion to commercial and manufacturing enterprise has origi- 
nated. It is, therefore, very satisfactory that in the present 
instance not only is there no danger of this influence being put 
into force against the Company, but that it will be exerted 
in its favour, the large Sugar Guilds of Canton and Swatow 
being active supporters of the enterprise, and in fact having, on 
seeing the working of the patent, by means of which ordinary 
Swatow sugar can be refined in a few minutes to any require 
colour, at once seen the benefit they would gain by its being in- 
troduced. The Company has power to purchase or amalgamate 
with other similar businesses in China, and it may possibly, with 
the large native support which it possesses, be the means of 
centering the whole of the sugar manufacturing in China in 
one concern. The facilities which the present company possess 
for obtaining the proper description of the raw material will 
form an important feature in its working. 

It may be interesting to note, as a further illustration of the 
manner in which the Chinese are prepared to adopt Euro- 




















| pean appliances, that arrangements have been made for flour- 


making machinery to be sent to Canton city. It is evident 
that the real opposition is mainly of a commercial character, and 
that the Chinese, like many other people, are not likely to be 
averse to the introduction of machinery when they can see their 
way to making it pay them in seme direct and palpable mauner. 





THE CHINESE ENVOYS. 

The Lord Provost of Glasgow has received the following let- 
ter from the Chinese Ambassador :—“45, Portland-place, 26th 
August, 1877,—Dear Lord Provost,—On the 23rd inst., in pur- 
suance of the plan I had laid for carrying out my intention of 
visiting some of the principal manufacturing places in England 
and Scotland, I left London, intending, as you already know, to 
be iv Glasgow on Monday next, but on my arrival at Stoke- 
upon-Trent I became so ill that I had to abandon the idea of 
going further, and returned at once to London, For some time 
previous to leaving London I had been unwell, and would not 
have gone Out at the time had it not been for the engagements 
into which I had entered for visiting Glasgow and other places. 
Besides this, I hoped I might benefit by the excitement and 
change of air ; but instead of this at Stoke I became worse, and 
after two sleepless nights very reluctantly decided on returning 
to London, where I arrived yesterday afternoon. I exceed- 
ingly regret this, more especially on account of the prepa- 
rations which the Corporation had made for my entertain- 
ment. I have not given up the thought of visiting Glasgow this 
autumn, but still intend going there as soon as I feel well enough 
to doso. I beg, however, that you will not make any prepara- 
tions for my reception, for my object beiug to inspect some of 
the multiform industries of your city, this can best be effected 
by moving about in a quiet kind of way. I desire to offer to 
you and the Corporation of Glasgow my sincere thanks for the 
honour they had intended paying me on Tuesday next, and deeply 
regret the circumstances which prevent me from being there to 
receive it. I hope soon to have the pleasure of presenting in 
person my thanks to the Corporation, and of renewing the 
acquaintance which I was so fortunate as to make with you on 
the occasion to which you allude in the spring of this year. 
Meanwhile I send you my photograph, and will esteem it a great 
favour if you will give me yours in return. Accept the assur- 
ance of the high consideration and esteem with which I remain, 
my dear Lord Provost, yours very sincerely,—Kuo Sung-Tao.” 
On Friday last Liu-ta-jen, Second Chinese Minister, Liu Fu-yi, 
attaché, and suite, arrived at Dumfries from Stranraer. In the 
course of the afternoon his Excellency and suite drove out, visited 
Burns’s Monument in St. Michael’s Churchyard, Carlaverock 
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Castle, and other objects of interest. They left Dumfries the 
next day for Liverpool. : 

On Monday H.E. Liu was taken to the Walker Art Gallery at 
Liverpool, the Free Library and Museum, and St. George’s 
Hall. The following day his Excellency embarked on the 
Dock Board tender Alert, had a trip on the river, and after- 
wards luuched with the Mayor at the Town-hall. 

Shu Chang, Chief Secretary tothe Imperial Chinese Legation ; 
Fung Yee, Chief Interpreter ; and Szu Tingfau Change, Attaché, 
have left London on ashort vist to Dr. Vincent Ambler, K.L.S., 
who is at present entertaining some members of the Japanese 
Legation at Brighton. 





THE JAPAN INSURRECTION. 

The New York papers publish a telegram from Washington, 
dated August 20, which states that a despatch has been received 
at the Department of State from the United States Minister to 
Japan, containing copies of correspondence between Admiral 
Kervamura, Acting Minister of the Japanese Navy, and Saigo, 
the leader of the Satsuma rebels. The Adwiral, after recounting 
the evils of the rebellion and the impossibility of succeeding 
against the constituted authorities, offers, if Saigo and his army 
will lay down their arms, repent of their errors, and return to 
their duty, to intercede with the Government for their pardon 
and Saigo’s restoration to rank and honour again. Saigo, in 
reply, recounts the causes which drove him and his army into 
rebellion, scornfully rejects all overtures looking to peace until 
the enemies of right aud justice who surround and mislead the 
Emperor are punish ays that the Imperial army are in 
reality rebels employed by the treacherous servants about his 
Majesty to prevent the establishment of right and justice ; that 
when the criminal code is mockery and the law powerless, wrong 
and right lose their proper meaning and become confused ; that 
they feel fully capable of contiming the war ; that the mere 
assertion of the Admiral’s proposal to ask for their pardon ouly 
angers them, because they all know how to die for a great cause, 
and cannot be moved from their purpose by any regard for life 
or death ; and end by telling the Admiral that they will refuse to 
receive any more letters from him. 























THE OPIUM QUESTION. 


The Daily Telegraph, commenting upon the letter from 
“H. M.” with reference to the Chinese Minister in connection 
with opium smoking, says :—- 

“Tf the statements made,” concludes the correspondent whom we 
have quoted, “were allowed to pass unchallenged, those among us 
who are hostile to the opium trade—and who is not ?—might think 
that in the Envoy they had a less staunch supporter than they really 
have." It curiously happens that the query parentbetically put by 
the advocate of Kuo-Sung-tao suggests an inference which will not, in 
all likelihood, be allowed to “pasa unchallenged.” There are a vast 
number of highly respectable people both in our Indian Euapire and 
in this country who are by no means “hostile to the opium trade,” 
but who on the contrary warnily approve of it, and would wish to see 
it fostered to the highest degree of development of which it is suscep- 
tible. ‘The Indian Government cannot, surely, be deemed adverse to 
a branch of commerce from which it derives so magnificent an income ; 
nor can the merchants who acquire large fortunes by buying or 
selling opium, or the many millions of Indian ryots who earn 
their livelihood by growing the somniferous poppy, and_pre- 
paring the product for the market, be supposed to’ hate it in 
their hearts. Doubtless the Chinese authorities have these forty 
years past poriodically protested against the influx of Indian opium 
into the Celestial Empire. It is no less true that opium-smug- 
gling hos led to more than one costly and sanguinary war between 

reat Britain and China; but it is, we should say, scarcely the wish of 
our Indian conteniporaries or of Anglo-Indians in general that Kuo- 
Sung-Tao and a British Anti-Opiuin Association betweon them should 
eventually be enabled to put a stop to the importation of Bengal opium 
into China. Touching the ethica of the subject, wa have nct in this 
Present year 1877 arrived at a solution of the problem propounded 
more than a century ago by Jean Jacques Rousseau as to the precise 
amount of criminality which attaches to a person who by a mere effort 
of volition puts an end to the existence of a mandarin at Pekin whom 
he bas never seen, and against whom he cannot possibly entertain o 
personal grudge. The opium-dealer can only plead that he docs not 
wish to kill the mandarin or anybody else outright, and that so far 
as he, the dealer, is concerned, he would like the mandarin to attain an 
age a advanced as Coleridge and De Quincey reached, in order that 
more opium might be bought and smoked. For the rest, caveat 
emptor ; and that is in effect the argument of the British dealer in 
strong drink when he is accused of poisoning people by the million. 

We cannot altogether withhold our sympathy from the unhappy 
victim of the hypnotic. Behold his portrait word-painted by an illus- 
trious medical authority :—“ The habitual opium-eater is instantly re- 
cognised by his appearance. A total attenuation of body, a withered, 
yellow countenance, a lame gait, a bending of the spine, sometimes to 
such an extent that the backbone is arched into a semicircle, and deep- 
sunken, glossy eyes betray him at the first glance. The digestive organs 
are in the highest degree disturbed, and the sufferer eats scarcely any- 
thing. His mental and bodily powers are destroyed. By degrees, as 
the habit becomes more coutirmed, the strength continues to ditninish ; 
his craving for the stimulus grows progressively greater, and to produce 
the desired effect tho duse must constantly be augmented.” It 
should be shocking to every well-regulated mind to contemplate 






























‘the po:sibility of there being millions of nominally inoffensive 
wearers of pigtails crawling about their paddy fields, bent double and 
with a lame gait, their limbs attenuated, their visages of 2 saffron hue 
and parchment texture, their moral and physical powers well nigh 
annihilated, and their digestive organs far beyond the curative reach 
of taraxacum, all in consequence of Bengal opium. Yet this is what 
tho poppy-growers of Benares and Patna have done. And all for 
what? That a stage of excitement may be followed by one of depres= 
sion; that the skin should become hot, the mouth and throat dry, and 
the thirst increased ; that a state of torpor should then come ou, fol- 
lowed by sleep and by dreams, sometimes pleasing but as frequently 
terrible; and that on waking there should occur nausea, furred 
tongue, sickness, oppression, lassitude, and the “horrors.” Ie it 
worth while going through so much anguish to enjoy so little 
plensure? Look at the waste of time, too, in the practice of 
opium-smoking. Half-a-dozen processes’ are requisite before the 
execrable extract called chandoo can be kneaded into pills of the size 
of apea. Then the vill must be put into the tube which projects 
from the side of the pipe ; that tube must be applied to the flame of a 
lamp, and the pill, being ignited, must be consumed by one whiff or 
inflation of the lungs, attended by a whistling noise. The smoke 
must never be emitted from the mouth, but must find vent through 
the nostrils, and adepts will expel it through the orifices of the ears 
and eyes. This is tho opium-smoker—a truly pitiable object. Must 
it be reckoned as one of our national sins and scandals that we 80 en- 
courage him in his detestable vice, merely because it suits us to in- 
crease the Indian revenue by selling opium to the Chinese ; or are we 
justified in letting him alone, on the careat emptor principle, just as we 
let the British yin-drinker alone, between whom and his fellow victim, 
the Chinaman, there exists a strong femily likeness, and who, on his 
part, contributes every year a very pretty quota to the British revenue?

THIS MAIL'S NEWS: 

Ono of those outrages which were formerly so frequent 
in China, but from which some respite has been obtained 
of late, has taken place at Wuchang, where two missionary 
gentlemen have been most wantonly and unprovokedly 
attacked with stones by some students. The assailants 
were strangers to the place, and had come to attend the 
examinations. The matter has been taken in hand by the 
Consul at Hankow, and it is to be hoped that sufficient 
energy will be displayed to secure redress. The injuries 
inflicted were severe, one of the missionaries having 
several tecth knocked in, while the other sustained a 
fracture of the shoulder. The locust plague at Tientsin 
has been spreading rapidly, and is doing great damage to 
the crops. Some of the insects have appeared in the 
neighbourhood of Shanghai. Great complaints have been 
made of bad management on the part of the underling 
officials of the C. M.S. N. Company, and especially that 
stamps are removed from letters sent by the steamers to 
be forwarded by the mails from Shanghai. According to 
some of the papers, it appears that the effects of the recent 
famine are now felt in trade as well as in other directions— 
and the import tradeot China, which for some years has been 
in an unsatisfactory condition, is apparently beginning to 
feel the pressure of the famine in the North. There were 
many reasons, in a country so extensive as China, why the 
full incidence of so great a calamity should not be sud- 
denly felt ; hut the past year, even compared with its pre- 
decessors, has been one of great and increasing slackness. 
Chinkiang, from which, by its system of water carriage, 
the famine-stricken districts have been largely supplied, is, 
as usual, onc of the best tests to judge of the severity of the 
infliction. In spite of the lower prices and cheaper freights, 
the import has trom month to month continued to decline ; 
and it may be said now that it has almost ceased to exist. 
The opening of Wuhu is considered to have had a little, 
but very little, to do with this result, the comprised im- 
ports being still far below those of last year ; while it must 
not be forgotten that many of the imports now finding an 
entrance ria Wuhu formerly found their way to the dis- 
tricts lying south of that port by Ningpo, in preference to 
Chinkiang: It has been estimated that the total of imports 
within the last three months has, with the exception of 
opium, scarcely exceeded one-fifth of what it reached 
in previous years; nor is this to be wondered at, 
when the conditions of the country are borne in 
mind. At Shanghai the designs submitted, in ac- 
cordance with the invitation of subscribers to the 
Margary memorial, have been exhibited at the Club. A 
scheme for a Sanitarium has been again proposed. Hong 
Kong has again been disturbed by the energetic but 
scarcely discreet pro-Chinese action of the Governor, who 
has, it appears, determined, among other things, to introduce 
native turnkeys mainly in the gaol A notification with 
reference to restrictions on Chinese immigrants in Queens- 
land has appeared in the local Gazette. 

From Japan advices by the present mail have been an- 
ticipated by those received via America on the 28th ult. 

From the Straits it is reported that the action of the 
Government in regard to the successor of Sultan Allie was 
causing considerable dissatisfaction. A demand had becn 
made by the Governor-General of India to send forward 
supplies of Siam or Saigon rice. A meeting of the Executive 
Council has been held, at which certain rules and regula- 
tions for immigrants were made law. A new Presbyterian 
Church is to be built on Fort Canning Hill. An increase

been made. The administration of the Law Courts had 
been improved. 


TELEGRAPHY IN CHINA. é 

Ir is satisfactory to be able to discuss the subject of 
telegraphy in China upon a much more definite and prac- 
tical basis than until recently has been possible. For 
many-years past the question of introducing the telegraph 
into China has been a favourite one for discussion among 
those who desire to see that country advance in the direc- 
tion of material progress ; but so long as it was possible 
only to consider it upon abstract grounds, there seemed. 
but little chance of this desirable end ever being accom- 
plished. Fertile in objections to everything that was new, 
the mandarins who were sounded by officials, by mercan- 
tile men and others interested in the subject, unhesi- 
tatingly declared that the telegraph must be an impossi- 
bility, that its introduction would interfere with the 
favourite superstition of the people, namely, that knowm 
under the name of Fungshui; that, even if it desired 
to do so, the Government never could support it against 
the strenuous opposition that would be evoked; in 
short, that the introduction of the telegraph would only 
be another name for introducing rebellion and anarchy 
into the country. These plausible arguments were more 
or less believed by the foreigners according to their bias 
in favour of or against the Chinese Government. It was 
impossible to apply any test to them ; and thus, even those 
who were disposed to suspect they might be exaggerated, 
were obliged at the same time to admit that there might 
be something in them. As, however, has happened in many 
other similar instances in China, facts have demonstrated. 
what the cleverest abstract arguments have failed to make 
clear. At the present moment there are two short lines in 
China, one at Poothow: and another at Tientsin, and by 
the last accounts the Taoutai of Taiwan intended to erect 
telegraphs on a more extensive scale in that island. Inthe 
proclamation which he has issued on the subject, he sets 
forth that the sanction of the Throne has been given to the 
scheme ; that it will be advantageous both to officials and 
people ; that it will be entirely under the management of 
the Chinese local officials; and that, consequently, any 
wanton obstruction or injury will be severely wnished. 
From this it is evident that the Taoutai of Taiwan is 
thoroughly in earnest, and that an introduction of the tele. 
graph into Formosa upon a scale of some magnitude will 
before long be accomplished. Upon the results of this ex- 
periment we shall look with great interest ; and the news 
which wa, brought one or two mails back from Tientsin 
concerning the telegraph there encourages us to hope for 
the best results. There a line of telegraph, some six miles 
in length, was erected, between the Vieeroy’s Yamen and 
the Arsenal, and no opposition whatever was offered to the 
works ; from which it is tolerably clear that, when the 
Government desire to have works of this kind executed, 
they can find the means of effectually keeping the 
people in order. In fact, experience, not only in this 
instance, but in many others, seems to show that the 
Fung shui difficulties are, if not entirely a sham, at least 
very grossly exaggerated, and that the Government of China. 
is in reality very much stronger than for its own purposes 
it suits it always toadmit. The telegraphis clearly a thing 
which will not be without its power to introduce and ma- 
nage, and indeed nothing will increase the power of the Cen- 
tral Government more than the telegraph itself. It is to be 
hoped that the Government may become equally progressive 
in regard to railways, as the railway and telegraph com- 
bined would strengthen its position in a way which could 
not be attained by any other means, 





PEKING NEGOTIATIONS. 

WHATEVER may be the result of the negotiations which 
have been going on with the Chinese Government for 
some time past with a view to the improvement of com- 
mercial relations with that country, one thing is certain, 
namely, that it will not be defective in consequence of 
over-hastiness. It is now over two years since they were 
commenced, and the latest accounts from Peking are to 
the effect that negotiations with the “whole of the Treaty 
Powers represented at Peking” are to be reopened in the 
autumn with respect to the lekin and the like questions. 
This statement there is good reason to believe must be 
accepted with much reservation, as, whatever it may mean, 





it can scarcely be supposed that our Government will at 
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the present stage of proceedings wait for a general discus- 
sion of matters, which after much difficulty had already 
been brought into something like compass by Sir Tuomas 
Wane's . Convention. Upon this document our Go- 
vernment are prevented from coming to a decision 
pending receipt of the views of the Indian Govern- 
ment; but it can scarcely be imagined when these 
are received that the whole subject will be reopened at 
Peking, and an endiess amount of time wasted upon 
it. The idea that all such negotiations should be con- 
ducted with the whole body of foreign representatives 
at Peking is a favourite one with some diplomatists at 
Peking, and this has probably given more importance to 
the action of the German Minister in respect to the re- 
vision of the Treaty with that country than would other- 
wise be the case, and as the lekin dues question would 
naturally be discussed in conection with it, the point has 
been brought forward with some prominence. That some 
modification will ultimately be made in this part of the 
Convention is probable ; but hardly, we imagine, in conse- 
uence of the reopening of negotiations at the capital on 
the representations of other foreign Powers as is set forth 
by the last China papers. Indeed, it can hardly be doubted 
that our Government would sve the inadvisability of such 
a reopening of the subject as is suggested. No doubt it 
might be convenient in some respects for the other 
foreign representatives at Peking to make use of the 
opportunity now presented for revising their treaties ; 
but still it is hardly likely that they will obtain any com: 
mercial concessions of importance which are not accorded 
to Great Britain; so that though acertain amount of credit 
may be gained by the representatives at the capital for 
conducting independent negotiations, they will hardly be 
of much value practically, secing that by the most favoured 
nations clause all that is gained by Great Britain will also 
be gained by other Powers. If we have to wait until there 
is unanimity among all the foreign representatives at 
Peking as to the form in which our own treaty is to be re- 
vised, the negotiations, which have already been protracted 
enough, will be in a fair way to become indefinite. 











Witt reference to the question of Chinese immigration 
into the Australian Colonies, which was noticed at some 
length in the last number of this Paper, we observe that 
some members of the Assembly there have fallen into the 
error of supposing that there is something in our Treaty 
with China which would prevent restrictions being placed 
upon Chinese immigration. Such, however, is not the fact. 
Probably the error results from mixing up the Burlingame 
treaty between China and the United States, which ex- 
pressly provides for free immigration of Chinese into that 
country with our treaties, which are silent on the subject. 








WE publish, in the present number, a letter from a well 
informed correspondent, which confirms the views which 
we expressed a short time back, with reference to the suc- 
cessor to Sultan ALLIZ. We notice that the last papers re- 
ceived from the Straits contain some lengthened corres- 
pondence in connection with this subject. Another cor- 
Tespondent calls attention to the state of chaos and 
muddle into which all Government departments in the 
Straits have drifted, and points out that it will probably 
lead to another miserable war with the natives. 





Some remarks which are made by The Times Shanghai 
correspondent strongly confirm the view we took at the 
time when the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company sold 
their vessels to the Chinese Company. It seems that Go- 
vernment subsidies have not been sufficient to enable the 
Company to hold its own against competition, and that 
Lr-Hune-Cuane is becoming tired of affording support 
to a losing enterprise. It is somewhat curious that Chinese 
shippers appear to prefer the English vessels. 


WE understand that up to the present nothing definite 
has been done with reference to bringing the views of the 
Chambers of Commerce upon the Chefoo Convention before 
the Government ; but it will be recollected by our readers 
that last summer Lord DErsy stated to a deputation that 
the Convention should not be ratified until an opportunity 
had been afforded for an expression of opinion on the part 
of the various mercantile interests engaged in the trade.

THE SUCCESSOR TO SULTAN ALLIE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—Advices from Singapore inform us that “the question 
of the succession to Sultan Allie’s territory on the Moa River 
remains unsettled, and in one of your late issues you seem to be 
in doubt as to who should succeed, aud what there is to suc- 
ceed to. The treaty of 1555, by which the present Maharajah’s. 
father was put in possession of Johore, reserved for the Sultan 
the territory of Moa, which lays between the river Kessung, 
the Eastern’ boundary of our province of Malacca and the river 
Moa. — It is perfectiy distinct from Johore, and is as much the 
property of the Sultan’s successor as any nobleman’s estate in 
England. Who the successor to the Sultan is admits of no discus- 
sion according to the Malay law of succession, and the eldest son. 
has undoubted right on his side, It is true that the relatives of 
a younger son, of inferior birth by his mother, attained the sig- 
nature of the expiring Sultan to a will in favour of this lad 
and, I regret to say, that I am informed that British officers 
allowed themselves to be made parties to this intrigue, which 
has for its object to place the Maharajah of Johore in authority 
as Regent during the minority. It is to be hoped that the Colo- 
nial Office will not lend itself to promote the success of so dis- 
honest a transaction, 

In reply toa letter from Tunku Allum, the eldest son and suc- 
cessor, the administrator informs him, in language moreterse than 
polite, that the Government have decided that the Sultanate has 
ceased to exist, and that po further pensions will be paid to the 
Royal family. ‘This may or may not be politic ; but it is cer- 
tainly not honest to deprive a man of his position and means of 
subsistence, and at the same time of the territory from which he 
miyht gain the chance of a livelihood. Johore, Perak, and now 
Moar are but poor specimens of that honest policy of which we, as 
a nation, 80 proudly boast, and cannot fail to give the native 
wind a very poor idea of “English fair play.”—1 am, &e,,

A COLONIAL KALEIDOSCOPE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—For fifty years past the mal-administration of Crown Colo- 
nies has been the burden of every writer who has interested 
himself: in those unhappy communities. Sometimes one is 
tempted to think that whenever a new colony has been added to 
the Empire some subordinate at the Colonial Office has been suf- 
fered to experiment in constitution-making, subject to no other 
order than to try a change from the last. Hence we have ever 
variety of Government in our dependencies—absolutism, semi- 
absolutism, demi-semi-absolutism, burlesque constitutionalism, 
and real constitutionalism. But perhaps the worst feature in 
our colonial system is the principle that the appointment of Go- 
vernors must be made, not on the ground of fitness, but in ac- 
cordance with the position of aspirants on the Downing-street 
list. No thought is given to the wishes of colonists, or to the: 
qualifications of the Governor. Western Australia must have 
a figure-head, and a man already demonstrated to be a failure— 
fitted, perhaps to be the head of a jail—is sent simply to give him 
an opportunity of serving his time by a year’s service and earning 
his pension. Hong Kong is deprived of an able Governor, and 
is burdened with one whose claim to distinction is that he made 
himself an unbearable nuisance to his party, and has already 
appeared in a very questionable light in his former scene of mis- 
government. The Straits, where the community were in a half 
state of rebellion during the Ord régime, were cheered by the 
appointment of Sir A. Clarke, and a golden age was supposed to 
have dawned. There is just time given this Governor tolay down 
an intelligible policy when a better thing for him offers, and 
away he goes, to be replaced by a man of totally different mind, 
who in his turn—and a very short one it is—has the Downing- 
street harlequin behind him, and is tured from a Colonial 
Governor into an engineer officer. 

‘This chopping and changing among the Governors extends to 
the Colonial service generally, wherever the evil spirit from the 
Colonial Office can ‘Dave its way. One turn of the Kaleido- 
scope and a Governor and aChief Justice vanish from view ; 
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another, and the two lieutenant-governors flit from one point 
to anothe-. So it goes on, a post-master becomes treasurer ; both 
colonial engineers disappear, next _go two doctors ; a new auditor 
comes on the scene, and the chief clerk is lost to sight. Some- 
body fills somebody else’s place, “temporarily,” as it said with 
a touch of grim, humour} everyone is “acting” for everyone 
but himself, until really nobody seems to know for whom he is 
acting, and the great ambition seems to be to get away and find 
somebody to act for you. It may be very well for the jocose 
correspondent of the Straits Times to pooh-pooh the Association, 
but I am satisfied that the time will come when the colony will 
be glad to have representatives at home who will bring their 
ievances before the Secretary of State in a way which will en- 
force attention. The ablest non-official member, Mr. Adamson, 
has resigned, and there is a growing indisposition among gentle- 
men in the colony to assume the thankless office of membership 
ina Council that can do little beyond registering the will of the 
“acting ” Governor. 

In the Straits, there are far more than local interests at stake, 
and the day may come when the public of this country will 
have to pay for a war in the peninsula: many causes will no 
doubt be found for such a war, but I venture to say that the 
cause underlying all others will be the utter disorganisation 
into which the government of the Settlement has been allowed 
to lapse, and that the blame, when it is adjudged, should lie, not 
with avy Governor “acting” fora few months, but with the 
Secretary of State, who allows bad traditions of office to over- 
ride common sense and ordinary prudence.—I remain, Sir, 
yours, &e., ‘Warnrye ix Tine.

THE CUSTOMS REPORTS ON THE CHINA TRADE 
FOR THE YEAR 1875. 
(Coneluded.) : 

Mr. Drew, Commissioner at Foochow, reports that the statis- 
tics show the trade of Foochow to have been favourable as com- 
pared with previous years, The total value of the import and 
‘export trade in 1875 was Hk. 27,843,951, against Hk. 26,766,525 
in 1874; the quantity of tea exported for the season of 1875 
surpasses the preceding one by 20,000 piculs, The manufacture 
‘of brick tea has been much extended ; the exportation of cottons, 
woollens, and metals shows a slow but continuing increase, 
while that of opium has been much larger than usual; and the 
“sundries ” trade, both import and export, in which Chinese 
are principally interested, has improved. The tonnage employed 
is not below that of recent years, and the revenue is tho largest 
since the opening of the port. As compared with 1872 the value 
of foreign imports for 1875 shows a gain of over half a million 
dollars; this is ascribable to an increase, year by year, in 
cottons, woollens, &c., in all imports, indeed, excepting opium. 
‘The total for 1873 was exceptionally low, owing to small im- 
Portations both of lead and opium. In 1874 the total rose again 
to about what it had been in 1872, owing to continual gains in 
piece goods and lead, and in spite of a falling off in opium. In 
1875, although these gains in piece goods and lead continued, 
yet they were but slight; and it is due toan unexpected and 
Yery considerable increase in the quantity of opium imported 
that we are able to record a gain of over half a million on the pre- 
ceding year, The revenue has been steadily though very slowly 
increasing (excepting the year 1873) under almost every heading, 
and it has nearly reached a total of two millions taels. This is the 
largest collection since the opening of the office ; that of the first 
year, 1862, was Hk. Tis. 1,768,761. The high amount reached 
in 1875 can, however, hardly be maintained, as it is due to an 
exceptionally large importation of opium, and to the fact that 
the export of tea was completed remarkably early, thus bringing 
the entire season’s production within the year, whereas usually 
from 40,000 to 50,000 piculs of it fall within the first two months 
of the New Year. Mr. Drew gives some interesting particulars 
concerning the collection of Lekin duties on Opium. He says 
that the continuous falling off in the annual importation 
of opium, as passed through the office, has been frequently 
remarked and explained in the published reports of trade. The 
Jekin and customs duty at this port amount to over Hk. Tis. 120 
achest, or three taels for a single ball. This is the equivalent 
of the ordinary monthly wages of a Chinese labourer ; so that 
such a man may make his living if he can succeed in smuggling 
a single ball of opium a month. No wonder, then, that the en- 
tire population of certain large villages near the mouth of the 
Min engage in smuggling as their normal occupation. Armed 
bands escort contraband opium into the interior in defiance of 
the lekin officers, and from time to time affrays take place, re- 
sulting even in loss of life. The Foreign Customs loses duty on 

not less, probably, than three hundred chests a year, despite our 
utmost vigilance ; and the lekin Taoutai secures his tax (not 
leviable till after the opium has passed the customs and been 
landed) on even 600 chests less than pass through this office. 
How much opium pays the further inland tax on its way into 
the interior I cannot tell—no doubt less than pays lekin at Foo- 
chow. Meanwhile, the importation of opium at Swatow and 
Ningpo, from which, owing to this heavy taxation, our inland 
districts are supplied, is very largo, and has buen increasing. 
With reference to the timited business done in cottons and wool- 


lens, Mr. Drew says it is ascribed to two causes, the relative 
force of which he has some difficulty in determining. Some 
say that the habits of the agricultural population of the interior 
demand but small supplies of foreign cloth, and tha: the moun- 
tainous nature of the country impedes a wide distribution 5 
others declare that the extra cost of conveying piece goods into 
our up-country districts from Swatow and Ningpo, instead of 
from Foochow, is more than offset by the high lekin taxes levied 
on goods forwarded from Foochow direct. 

In his report on the trade of Tamsui, Formosa, Mr. Com- 
missioner Hobson says he has to record a state of activity in 
trade generally which must have proved beyond the expectations 
of the most thoroughly initiated. Foreign manufactures were 
asa matter of course brought forward in larges quantities as @ 
set-off against tea, but before supplying statistical data as to the 
import totals, it is necessary that some explanation be offered as 
to the falling off in the supply of opium. This is solely attribu- 
table to the fact that, owing to excessive deliveries, prices ruled 
cheaper in the south of the island, and, in consequence, the 
central marts, notably Lubkiang, which in early days was the 
resort of the opium schooners, drew the greater part of their 
supplies from Taiwan-fu. In the other articles of foreign import 
trade a marked increase is shown. Of cottons 90,000 pes. were 
imported, or an increase of 32 per cent. as compared with 1874, 
and of woollens 6,768 pes., or an increase of 30 per cent., and 
other goods in the like proportion. Mr. Hebson announces that 
owing to the enlightened policy of H.E. Shen Paochen, who 
during the course of the Japanese expedition to Formosa in 1874 
was ippointed Imperial Commissioner to the island, it has been 
decided, with the concurrence of the Peking authorities, to in- 
troduce mining machinery into the Kelung coal-field. Mr. 
Tyzack, the mining engineer engaged in 1874 on behalf of the 
Government, having completed his survey of coal deposits in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Kelung, is now in England, with 
the object of engaging a party of mining experts and selecting 
machinery. It may reasonably be expected, therefore, that be- 
fore another year has passed, shaft-sinking operations will have 
been commenced. 

Mr. H. 0. Brown, Commissioner at Takow, Formosa, states 
that the prognostications as to an unremunerative trade for 1875 
to some extent have proved erroneous. It is true the ‘Takow 
export trade, as to quantities exported, has not come up to 
previous years ; but the unexpectedly high prices sugar sold at 
in Japan and Australia have partly made up for this. The 
import trade during 1875 has been of such magnitude as has not 
been exceeded by any previous year. The reasons for this may 
be looked for in the fact that unforeseen circumstances prevented 
the northern corps d@'armée from evacuating the island till August, 
1875 ; that the great influx of troops had given such impulse to 
internal trade of all kinds as to enrich all classes of the popula- 
tion, who in their turn could indulge in the purchase of comforts 
as offered to them by foreign imports—such as piece goods and 
opium. Taken all in all, however, the 1875 trade has not 
enriched this part of Formosa; on the contrary, it has drawn. 
money out of the country. Since 1870 the value of the export 
trade has at all times exceeded the value of the import trade ; 
this has not been the case for the year 1875; moreover, 
the exports of treasure exceed bullion imported by Hong Kong 
Tis. 242,892, Against an increase in the value of imports (ex- 
clusive of re-exports and treasure) of Hong Kong Tis. 96,817, a 
decrease in the value of the export trade of Hong Kong 
Tis. 120,576 is to be noted, making the decrease for the year 
1875 in the value of the whole trade, as compared with 1874, to 
amount to Hong Kong Tls. 23,759. The falling off, of Hong 
Kong Tia. 15,089.3.9.2, in the collection of revenue during the 
year 1875, as compared with 1874, is more marked than the 
decrease in the value of trade, As regards the latter, enhanced. 

ices have in part made up for the decrease in weight. 

hereas the value of trade gives the true standard to judge by, 
the collection of revenue gives only, for Takow, a very rough 
approximation ; for instance,—in 1875 about 0°41 of the foreign 
imports arrived here from other Treaty ports, and of these 
nearly all under exemption certificates. 

Mr. Kleinwachter, Commissioner at Amoy, reports that the 
statistics show that the trade as carried on in foreign vessels has 
steadily increased, notwithstanding the dulness of the China 
trade generally complained of more and more from year to 
by the mercantile communities. Thus our total values, which 
during last year reached, gross, Hk. Tis. 11,293,881, and net, 
Hk. Tis. 9,032,686, when compared with previous years are shown, 
to have increased respectively by Hk. Ts. 2,545,991 and Hk. 
Tis. 1,350,669 since 1871. The importation of opium has steadily 
increased, 

Mr. McKean states that the general trade of Swatow durin; 
the past ten years, so far as it can be judged by the statistics of 
foreiga shipping, has been markedly progressive. It is not 
reasonable to lonk for an absolute increase every year, and we 
find that trade, afer advancing rapidly one year, will remain 
nearly stationary for a few years before advancing again. 
But beyond the general assumption that the people are 
gradually habituating themselves to the greater use of 











things imported and the greater preparation of things to 
be exported, he knows no explanation which can account 
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for the changes. The value of the trade in 1875 was 
Tis, 16,612,747, against Tls. 13,846,855 the previous year. Mr. 
McKean notices the singular export of human hair, being the 
“combings collected in the barbers’ shops,” and which goes ex- 
clusively to Europe. The amount sent in 1875 was 1,000 piculs 
or about 60 tons, valued at Tls. 16,949, or say about £5,000. The 
Deputy Commissioner takes it for granted thatthe uses to which 
this hair is put is to supply materials for chignons, and considers 
it strange enough that a queer uncertain fashion like this in 
Europe should have permanence and force sufficient to create 
a demand and a supply in the interior of China; but it is 
worth while to reflect on the marvellous industry and thrift 
of a people which in a brief time turns to profit the seem- 
ingly valueless sweepings of barbers’ shops. The present batch 
‘of reports concludes with that of Mr. James H. Hart, Com- 
missioner at Canton. The net value of foreign goods imported 
during the year 1875 amounted to Hk. Tls. 4,209,857, against 
Ak. Tis. 2,596,469 in 1874, and Hk. Tls. 5,680,306 in 1873. The 
enormous decrease in this branch of the trade in 1874, as com- 
pred with previous years, was due, as pointed out by Mr. 
leinwachter in his report for that year, not to a decline in the 
amount of business done, but to a diversion of the carrying 
trade from foreign to native vessels. This change was brought 
about in the latter part of 1873, on account of the native 
custom house offering certain facilities by which cotton could 
be imported cheaper in native boats than by foreign vessels, 
that is to say, the duty charged on cotton arriving in native 
boats was less than tariff rates. Regarding the export of silk 
which figured at 18,417 pes., against 12,923 in 1874, Mr. Hart 
says that this increase may be said to be owing toa greater de- 
mand in Europe. Opinions varied slightly as to whether or not 
the crop was larger than usual, but there seemed to be no doubt 
that the native dealers, to mect the demand, increased the pro- 
duction of silk specially suitable for foreign consumption, 








THE CUSTOMS RETURNS OF THE CHINA TRADE 
FOR THE YEAR 1876. 

An Abstract of the Returns of Trade for the past year has been 
issued by the Inspector-Geueral of Maritime Customs, and upon 
the whole shows satisfactory progress, the gross results of the 
trade for 1876 being two-thirds greater than that of 1864, The 
figures are as follows :—

This considerable increase in trade and revenue is mainly 
accounted for by the great rise in the value of the export of raw 
silk, which was over thirty million tacls last year compared with | 
nineteen millions in the year before. Allowing, however, for 
this exceptional increase in silk, the value of trade for 1876 is 
still greater than that of any preceding year, with the exception 
of 1872. The export of tea last year was quite up to the general 
average, though slightly below that of the previous year and 
that of 1872. ‘The import of opium exhibits little evidence of 
the decrease which some persons had predicted, no less than 
€8,042 piculs having been imported last year, against 66,461 
piculs in the previous year. With the exception of 1875, which 
showed a trifling decline on the year before, there has been a | 
steady though not large increase in the consumption of foreign 
drug. The increase in trade and revenue has been contributed 
by eight out of the fourteen ports; the others show a decrease. 

ere the falling-off is most conspicuous, however, it arises from 
exceptional causes, namely from short crops in Chibli and 
Shantung. A jstill larger decline must be looked for in the 
statistics for Tientsin and Chefoo for the current year. 
Shanghai, Hankow, Foochow, Swatow, and Canton  con- 
tributed the chief portion of the increase. The share 
taken by England and her Colonies in this trades was 
more than three-fourths of the whole—viz., Tls. 118,867,000— 
England herself figuring for Tls. 56,141,000, Hong Kong for 
Tis. 41,848,000, India for Tis, 16,801,000, the Straita for 
Tis. 1,463,000, Australia for Tle. 2,378,000, and New Zealand, 
South Africa, and British America for Tis. 233,600, collectively. 
The apparently large share of Hong Kong must also be credited 
chiefly to England and India, as the island itself is unproductive, 
and goods are landed there as at a free port, for atorage and 
subsequent distribution. The trade employed 2,070 ships, repre- 
senting 1,132,550 tons, or, rather, that is the number of entries 
which the returns exhibit, and in which, of course, several ves- 
sels appear several times ; and of these again 1,491 vessels, re- 
presenting 800,000 tons, were British. Germany, with 217 ves- 
sels, representing §2,570 tons, ranks next, and America, France, 
and Japan next in the order named ; Austria coming last with 
one ship, measuring 290 tons. Shanghai as the centre of the 
shipping trade, and the distributing centre for the northern as 
‘Hong Kong ia for the southern ports, figures, of course, for by 
far the greater portion of the direct trade ; the total of imports 
and exports last year having been no less than Tle. 90,000,000. 
The gross trade of the port was of course larger, as it is swollen 
by the coast trade, of which the greater portion is carried in 





foreign steamers ; and this brings the gross total of the trade of 
Shanghai up to Tis, 124,174,759. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamaurs, Serr. 4, 

‘The anniversary day of the great battle of Sedan, the 2nd September, 
has once more passed over, and it deserves to be acknowledged that the 
festivities which generally take place on this day this time bore a far 
less demonstrative and offensive character than used in former years 
to be the case ; besides the hoisting of flags on vessels and public buil 
ings very little was visible, and it is apparent that a good, or at least = 
better, understanding of the real character of this solemn day is more 
and more taking place amongst the German population. 

The Emperor William lei Berlin on Saturday evening in good. 
health for Cologne and Dusseldorf, to be a witness there of the autumn 
mancouvres of the 7th (the Raenish) Army Corps ; on this occasion bis 
Majesty will be n guest of the painter-society “ Malkasten ” in the latter 
town, which has made gr preparations fora festival in its club-house, 
Afterwards Emperor William is going to Karlsrube, in the neighbour- 
hood of which the 14th Army Corps will hold its so-named Kaiser 
Manceurre. 

On Friday last the Emperor held a review and parade of the Guards, 
the weather being brilliantly—on which Lord Airey, the representative 
of the British Government at the German maneuvres, attended. 

Ten young Siamese, including one Prince, arrived on the 21st 
of last month at Hirschberg in Silesia, in order to be educated and 
instructed at acelebrated school there. It is a matter of fact that 
a considerable number of young fellows and grown up people have been 
sent during the last ten years from the Far East to our country, either to 
attain inteliectual improvements or to procure military knowledge. As 
you will remember, a number of Japanese have been studying in 
Germany for a long while, one of them being married afterwards to a 
German lady. ‘These Japanese have been followed by Chinese officers, 
partly attached to infantry and cavalry regiments, or to the navy, and 
now weare secing even Siamese in our country. 

The iden of erecting so-called North Polar stations for facilitating 
the exploration of the Arctic regions appears now to become pirtly 
realised. Captain Weyprecht, the leader of the Austrian Polar Expe- 
dition of 1874, and Count Wilozek, who to the greater part furnished 
the said expedition, have resolved to undertake a new Arctic exploring 
voyage, especially for the purpose of erecting a meteorological observa- 
tion station on the northern side of the island of Novaja-Semlja, 
Further stations are intended on Spitzbergen (80 degs. N.L,), on the 
coast of Siberia, at the mouth of the Lena river, in the vicinity of 
Barrow Sound, and on Greenland. At the same time a corresponding 
place for all stations is to be established in the northern part of Nor- 
way. The undertakers hope by corresponding observations at the 
different places to obtain very important new scientific results, espe- 
cially about magnetism, aurora-borealis, and other phenomena in the 
Arctic regions.

Several Tea importers having adopted the system of unreserved 
sales which has been so much resorted to during the last two or 
three years, business by private contract during the past week 
has bien much curtailed. Judging from recent sales, however, 
the losses on common to medium kinds continue serious, Maay 
teas lately imported from the black leaf districts have been forced 
off at 2d. to 3d. per Ib. loss. If, however, the present condition 
of the market has the etlect of curtailing the picking of the 
third crop leaf, and of restricting buying in China, a more satis- 
factory condition of the market may be looked for. Complaints 
are however made, apparently not without foundation, that the 
rash buying in China is mainly caused by the telegraphic orders 
from this side. Low this may be, there is no doubt that the 
selling of teas on this side is frequently managed with far less 
judgment than the buying in China.” The diderence there is 
seldom more than from 4d. to 1d. per Ib. whereas during 
this season, especially pending the scare at the opening, there

For home consumption 2,170,602 1b. was 
taken, while $46,880 Ib. was for export, 733,944 Ib. was removed 
coastwise, 157,419 lb. was sent coastwise for exportation, and 
3,60 Ib, was for ships’ stores. There was a falling-off of about 
98 per cent. in the amount of duty paid compared with the pre- 
vious weck, the total being £54,265. 

At last a revival has taken place in the Silk market. During 
the last few days a better feeling has prevailed, consequent. 
upon the receipt of some orders from Lyons. Prices have risen, 
and are now quoted at about the rates ruling in August last. 
al is mainly the discovery that the Con- 
tinental Stocks of China Silk have become nearly exhausted ; 
and the continuance of the present demand will thus probably 
be dependent upon the extent to which the markets there are 
fected by this circumstance. Latest advices from Shanghai 
-port a corresponding improvement in rates there. 

In the Produce Markets no change of importance has oc- 
curred during the week, business coutinuing quiet. Ordinary 
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qualities of Coffee are lower in value, but the better kinds main- 
tain previous quotations. Cotton continues very dull. Sugar is 
slightly firmer, with more business doing; Hainan China has 
been sold at 17s. 6d. to 188. 6d., Swatow at 16s., Taal Manila 
afloat at 22s. per cwt, Rice has continued to advance under the 
influence of speculative operations, and a cargo of Bassein has 
realised £12 Per ton ; telegrams advise the stoppage of exports 
from Siam.

The Eastern Telegraph Company has convened an extra- 
ordinary meeting for the 11th inst., for the purpose of consider- 
ing, and, if deemed expedient, authorising or sanctioning a joint- 
‘purse working and traffic agreement between that company and 
the Indo-European Telegraph Company.

Mesors. Jas. Goddard, jun., and Co.’s Circular says :—Throughout 
the early part of August a good business was doing in nearly all kinds, 
but latterly the market has been very dull, and many complaints are 
made about the badness of trade, aggravated by the seriously bad 
weather the country has experienced.

GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 

Iris explained, in connection with the reported outbreak of cholera 
on board the French steamer Correze, that during the passage from 
Cochin China to Suez there were only eighteen cases, the passengers 
and crew numbering 790, and thut one other case has since occurred 
the vessel will not leave Suez until she has # clean bill of health, every 
fresh case involving seven days’ additional quarantine. 

THE Agent General for South Australia hos received a telegram from 
the Governments at Adelaide, dated September 1, stating that the 
Governments of the Australasian Colonies had jointly engaged to run a 
steamer between Banjoewangie, Java, and Port Darwin, in the erent of 
the tclegraph cable breaking at any time.

LAUNCHES. 

Messns, Ropent Napirr axp Soxs havo launched from their yard 
at Govan a steamer for Messrs. Donald Currie and Co.'s well-known 
Cape Line. The new vessel was named the Warwick Castle by Mrs. 
Robert Jainieson. She is a vessel of 2,970 tons, and is intended to 
carry 120 first-class, 100 second-class, and fifty third-class passengers. 
Her measurementsare—340 feet. length, 39 feet in breadth (moulded) 
and 30 feet in depth (moulded); and the ship presents the appearance 
of almost perfect symmetry. The vessel will be propelled by compound 
direct-acting engines of 1,800-horse power (built by Messrs. Napier), 
and high expectations are ent. stained as to the rate of speed that will 
Messrs. Napier have on the stocks a sister ship to the 

vick Castle, viz, the Conway Custle, which is in a pretty forward, 
state. 

Mrssrs, Tuomas Wrxeatr anp Co. have launched a large steam 
screw dredger for the Dutch Government for the Batavia Harbour 
works. She was named “ Batavia No, 1,” and ia the firat of three 
large dredyers of sume dimensions, all nearing completion. There are 
two of a stnaller size—one of which bas just made a most successful 
run to the Suez Canal, on her passage out to Java. The other is just 
about to start for the same place, having been delayed a long time on 
account of the strike. Batavia No. 1 is perhaps the largest aingle- 
ladder dredger male. She can dredge to 35 ft., and lift 700 tons per 
hour. ‘The extensive works on Batavia harbour are being carried on 
under the direction of Mr. J, A. de Gelder, C.E. 

Mussns, Binnert, StesiioUse ax Co. have launched from their yard 
at Dumbarton « boautifully-modelled iron sailing ship of 1,150 tons 
net register.

the south point of Ke-lung Island, bearing 8. E. by E. 4 E., leads 
about 2 cables north-eastward of Auiacions rock.
